710,000 Bale Crop 
Of Cotton Forecast 


A 1959 cotton crop of 710,000 
bales is forecast for Alabama 
based on August 1 conditions 
according to the Alabama Crop 
é Livestock Reporting Ser- 


vice. 

This compares with the 1958 
crop of 439,000 bales and the 
1948-57 average production of 
844,000 bales. Yield per har- 
vested acre, foreeast at 418 
pounds is 20 pounds above 1958 
and has been exceeded only by 
the record high yield of 478 
pounds harvested in 1955. 

Participation in the Average 
Reserve phase of the Soil Bank 
program reduced cotton acre- 
age in 1958 to the lowest level 
of record dating back to 1866. 
Discontinuing that part of the 
Soil Bank program in 1959 Rie- 
counts for the sharp increase 
in cotton acreage. The 1959 
acreage for harvest is estimat- 
ed at 815,000, compared with 
only 530,000 acres in 1958. The 
1948-57 average cotton acre- 
age harvested in this state is 
1,345 000.

Even Milking A Cow 
Has It’s Do’s 
And Don’ts 


Washington, D. C.—Now here 
comes the Amerjcan Dairy As- 
sociation, its tongue well back 
in its cheek, with instructions 


‘on milking a cow. 


The briefing is contajned in 
a printed broadside titled “Mr. 
The advice is 
aimed, the association says, at 
beginners and competitors jn 
milking contests. 

The guidesneet ‘begins by be- 
laboring the obvious: 

“The cow does not give the 


Moo reports.” 


milk. You take it away from 
her.” 

This established, the milker 
should: 


“Use both hands. The meth- 
od which makes you an expert 
is to squeeze one hand, then 
the other. Either start on the 
two front spigots, or work the 
diagonal method. A has 
four spigots located toward the 
rear and low.” 

And here’s the rest: 

“Cut your fingernails, noth- 
ing unnerves a cow so much as 
a set of long, sharp nails. She 
shows her displeasure by—(a) 
Steppjng into the milkpail: (b) 
Stepping on your left foot: (c) 
clonking you soundly in the 
neck with her tail; (d) hoist- 
ing you, stool, pail, and parts 
of the barn into the air with 
her back feet. 

“If she stares at you, stare 
right back. Besjdes giving good 
nourishing milk, the next best 
thing that a cow does is stare— 
at her manager, the hired man, 
and particularly city folks out 
on a picnic. 

“Work slowly. A cow operates 
like a toothpaste tube. Give 
the mjlk time to get out. First 
the index finger, then 
the third finger, finishing with 
the little finger. Reverse the 
process and you are in trouble. 

“Aim for the pai]. Important 
and tightly fought contests 
have been lost because too 
much milk was directed out- 
side the pail. It is the milk in 
the pail that counts. Try shoot- 
ing for distances some _ time. 
The world's record is around 30 
feet.”

Just 
a little effort in picking clean 
dry cotton may mean the dif- 
ference of marketing a bale of 
Middling grade rather than one 
grade lower, Strict Low Mid- 
dling. And the difference this 
year under the price support 
program is 3.35 cents per pound 
or $16.75 per 500 pound bale 
more for Middling grade than 
Strict Low Middling grade, 


This year folks in Coffee 
county will have about 14000 
acres of cotton to pick.

Sisted of time deposits (saving 
accounts) and demanv depo- 
sits (checking accounts) of in- 
dividuals, partnerships and 
corporations, and certain go- 
vernmental and inter-bank de- 
posits. 

The savings total, amounting 
to $2,735,000 represents an in- 
crease of 61.1 percent over the

OPPORTUNITIES 


FOR YOUTH ARE 
URGED IN TALK 


The importance of creating 
opportunities for the commun- 
ity’s youth was emphasized to 
the Elba Chamber of Com- 
merce at a membershjp mect- 
ing Tuesday by Michael ¥, 
Bannon, professor of West 
Chester, Pa,, State College who 
has taught psychology during 
the past summer at Troy State 
College, Troy Ala. 

Mr, Bannon said that only 
20 per cent of high schodl gra- 
duates in the South attend col- 
lege, a ratio slightly lower than 
for the nation as a whole, and 
asked: “Have you created a 
sufficient challenge to them to 
work in your community "” 

Mr. Bannon described Jesus 
as the Greatest Teacher be- 
cause he set before all the ideal 
of perfection and inspired all 
to seek it, he had confidence 
in mankind and the lessons he 
taught, he had faith in man- 
kind, he did not try to change 
society from without by laws, 
but, instead, inspired others to 
change themselves, he was a 
master at instilling confidence 
in others, his statements were 
majestic in their simplicity, 
his lessons were timely and he 
practiced what he preached.
